A thundershower beginning shortly after 1 p. m., was 


Lincoln *s principal share Tuesday of a warm spring rain, 
accompanied by lightning and thunder, which left moisture 
ranging up to an inch and a quarter in Nebraska soil now 
being prepared for spring planting. 


Approximately .48 of moisture had fallen here by 2 


p. m., including .06 recorded in several early morning showers. 
Before the afternoon rain, the city was in near darkness, lights 
being in use everywhere. 
Many motorists turned on their 


headlights. 


Almost every section of the state received some rain and 


skies remained heavily overcast. It still was raining Tuesday 
afternoon at many points. Temperatures were moderate. 
The precipitation apparently was 


heaviest in the northwest, - with 
Chadron 
reporting an inch and 
quarter and Harrison an inch. The 
rain tapered off until the extreme 
eastern tier of counties had re- 
ceived merely a trace.

Work on 
he dam to date has consisted of 
driving sheet steel 
piling in a 


itraight line from one side of the 
ralley to the other. 
The dam and resulting reservoir 


will be the chief unit of the Cen- 
ral Nebraska public power and 
rrigation district, known as the 
Tri-County project. 


Three Towns Doomed. 


Two million acre feet o* water 
ill be stored in the reservoir, 


which in the process of filling will 
submerge three villages, necessi- 
,ate 
the moving of 30 miles of 


railroad track, and inundate land 
23 miles up the river. 


Completion of the concrete work 


is expected by May, Cannell said. 
This includes the outlet tower, 175 
feet high, which will regulate flow 
of water from the reservinr; the 
"morning glory," an emergency 
outlet, and the 'stilling basin, in 
which water rushing from the out- 
let tubes will be quieted to pre- 
vent scouring of the canal walls. 
The outlet pipes, concrete tubes 


from 800 to 1,000 feet long, are 
the largest in the world, Cannell 
said. The regular tube is 20 feet 
in diameter, while the emergency 
outlet pipe is 28 M feet hi diameter. 


200 Men at Work. 


About 200 men are now working 


on the project an average of 12 
hours a day, including 
Sundays. 


Two six hour shifts are 
being 


worked, while a few months ago 
work continued around the clock 
with four six hour shifts. 
Since 
the work began there have been 
two fatalities. At one time there 
were 1,000 men working on the 
project. 
Everything about the project is 


big. The dam itself, to be a mile 
and a quarter long, will require 
two years to pile up the earth of 
which it will be formed. The proj- 
ect is the biggest of Nebraska's

The offer, by the Seversky Air- 


craft corporation, was in response

American Airways last December 
to eight American aircraft manu- 
facturers to bid U» airplanes of at 
least 100 passenger capacity. 
The Seversky craft, would be 
constructed of stainless steel and 
contain several dozen staterooms, 
a dining salon to seat 50 persons, 
promenades, and a cocktail lounge. 
It was given a crutsmg speed of 
250 miles an hour at an altitude of 
4 miles. 
It would weigh 800,000 pounds 
—six times heavier than'the flying 
clippers now in the Pacific service

Alexander P. de Seversky, 
World war filer and designer of 
the giant craft, said the machine, 
equipped with eight engines de- 
veloping a total of 18,400 horse- 
power, could be built easily to fly 
nonstop between the United States 
and Europe.

De Seversky, Russian-trained

"It could" cairy a bomb load of 
20,000 pounds non-stop for 12,000 
miles at 300 miles an hour," he 
said.

A sincere Christian, Mr. Miller

Table, he was a life member of 
the chamber of commerce. 


Had Deep Convictions. 


A quiet man, with deep convic- 


tions and steadfast principles, he 
exhibited early in life the quali- 
ties that brought him" success and 
honor in later years. Not content 
with anything less than his best 
effort, no matter what it might 
be, Mr. Miller spent, thru a strong 
sense of purpose and obligation, 
a large share of his time in busi- 
ness and public pursuits but his 
greatest pleasure was found In his 
home, his garden and his books. 


In 1879 Mr. Miller, then a thin, 


wiry youth of 22, came to Lincoln 
to clerk In Capt. J. W. Winger's 
general store. Back in Pennsyl- 
vania, where he was born Aug. 2. 
1859, the boy had worked in Wing- 
er's country store in the Blue 
Ridge mountain region at Clay- 
lick, since he left his farm home 
at the age of 15. 
Hard working nnd shrewd in 


store affairs. 
"Second, he saved his money. 
"Third, the principles on which 


he built his business, one price and 
fair treatment to all—won th« con- 
fidence and respect of not only 
Lincoln people but country 
folK 


who came to trade at his store. A 
deep believer in truth in advertis- 
ing, Mr. Miller preferred under- 
statement to exaggeration." 


Survived the Panic. 


Supremely confident in his own 


ability he frequently surmounted 
seemingly impossible obstacles. In 
the panic of 1883 he immediately 
marked his merchandise down and 
replenished the 
stock 
at 
lower 


prices while less shrewd merchants 
held to their original prices and 
watched their trade dwindle. 


Duiing the panics of 1903 and 


1907. the bankers' panics, he again 
achieved the nearly impossible by 
borrowing large sums, merely on 
confidence, while credit was rap- 
idly drying up. 
He lecalled that Tom Auld. 


early banker here, was one of the 
men who stood by him financially 
with large sums of money when 
the wholesale firms with which 
Mr. Miller had dealt called on him 
for money during the panics. 


He had tha happy faculty of al- 
ways having someone seek him 
out. 
It was the source of quiet 


satisfaction 
to him that never 


once had he had to seek a job; 
employers and associates in every 
instance sought him. 
He was always a conservative 


business man. 
He found time to 


serve for some time as a director 
In the Omaha branch of the Kan- 
sas City federal reserve bank. 


With his business on a firm 


basis, after tha turn of the cen- 
tury, Mr. Miller began to devote 
more time to civic and political 
activities. 
He was elected state 
senator in 1908 on the democratic 
ticket and served on the key com- 
mittee, finance, of the legislature. 
He was an active supporter in the 
legislature of the university and 
helped block a move to divide the 
agricultural college in two. 
The state university always held 
a high place in his affections. 
In 


1915 he was chosen a regent and 
served five years. 
Frank Zehrung, former mayor, 


recalled that one of Mr. Miller's 
first actions after being named 
regent was to ask that the univer- 
sity's account be closed with Miller 
& Paine during his term in office.

That same year Mr. Miller 


married Miss Grace Edna Walters. 

Pa., and ambitiously 
plunged into business for himself 
The late Dr. B. L. Paine had 
quietly watched the young man. 
and had observed his keen busi- 
ness attitude, his industry and in- 
tegrity, and came Into the new 
venture as a silent partner, fur- 
nishing the funds for the firm. 


Mr. Miller had purchased Cap- 


tain Winger's interest and moved 
to 1-15 So. 10th St., where he set up 
in business as J. E. Miller. 
The 


firm four years later became Miller 


Paine, moving to 135-139 So. 
lllh, until 1894. In that year the 
business moved to a building oc- 
cupying the second 50 feet from 
13th nnd O sts. In 1898 the corner 
50 feet were added, giving a 100 
foot frontage on O st. In 1902 the 
present firm of Miller & Paine was 
incorporated by ,\. E. Miller. Dr. B. 
L.. Paine and Lucille Miller. 
The present buildings wore built 


in 1915 and formally opened April 
16, 1916. 


A New Merchandising Idea. 
When he opened his new store 


on the west side of 10th st., near 
N, Mr. Miller stepped away from 
the general storo business and 
stocked chiefly dry goods and car- 
pets, tn the era of general stores 
Us move was regarded by many as 
audacious, if not actually 
fool- 


hardy. 
Mr. Miller was one of the 


first of tha early merchants to 
glimpse the extensive department- 
alized store of the future, seeing 
beyond the catering to the wants 
of the land hungry settlers.

firm moved several times, taking 
tin- name of Millet * Paine, vhtlc 
loc«t"d at llth between O and 
N sts. 


As Lincoln grew and street car 


lines spread and residential con 
•tructlon boomed Mr. Miller de

Wanted Lincoln a "Clrfan City." 
Mr Miller's civic interest ran 


argely in the direction of making 
Jncoln the outstanding "clean and 
decent city of the midwest." He 
sought 
always 
to improve the 
city's moral tone and to enhance 
its beauty. 
In 1917, elected mayor on the 
recently established non-partisan 
ticket, he urged and finally helped 
bring about city control of the 
parks and was instrumental in the 
purchase of the Stewart tract m 
northwest Lincoln, which later be- 
came Oak Creek park.

term 
as 


mayor he pushed the construction 
of the municipal swimming pool, 
which opened soon after he left 
office and took a prominent part 
in the building ol the city's first 
tourist park, at 24th and Randolph 
His activities, however, extended 


further. He took a prominent place 
In the drive to secure a bond issue 
to modernize and overhaul the 
city's water and electric plants. 
During the 
construction of 
the 


Ashland plant he served on the 
water board. 


Named First Hospital Board. 
He appointed, as mayor, the 


first board of the Lincoln General 
hospital, and became a member 
himself after leaving the office of 
mayor. He 
continued until • his 


resignation in the summer of 1937. 


In the early days of Lincoln he 


was a member of an unofficial 
committee of three who made the 
rounds of gambling halls to gather 
evidence, old timers recalled The 
committee was largely responsi- 
ble for the closing of the wide open 
establishments. 
During their tour Mr. Miller 


wore a black suit Altho the garni 
biers were not sure they believed 
that the three were a committee 
of evidence seekers.

MADRID. UPi. Ancient £pain 


is being devastated, a government 
communique said, by a 20th cen- 
tury Italian nrmy. Describing the 
Spanish Insurgent march eastward 
toward 
the Mediterranean, the 
government Itself told of artillery 
and motorized columns and bomb- 
ing planes sweeping thru the 
ancient land that once was part 
of the Roman empire. 
Italian troops and Geiman and 
Italian planes took part in the in- 
surgent capture Monday of Alca- 
niz in eastern Spain, 45 miles 
from the Mediterranean, the gov- 
ernment declared. 
While the troops struck directly 
against the city, the government 
related, the planes spread death 
and confusion over a dozen coastal 
towns. 
Almost hourly the planes swung 
along the main Barcelona to Va- 
lencia highway, now become the 
most dangerous 250 mile stretch 
for government convoys. 
No car along the heavily con- 
gested road within the past three 
days escaped attack, and motor- 
ists frequently deserted the.lr cars 
and jumped into roadside ditches 
until danger was past.

NO THIRD TERMS. 


Something stronger than tradi- 


.ion should bar any Nebraskan 
Tom holding three consecutive 
.erms as governor. Such continu- 
ous service on the part of any 
chief executive should be opposed 
on general principles. There ap- 
pears to be ample reason for such 
opposition. 


Opportunities exist for building 


up a political machine where a 
man holds an executive office for 
many 'terms. That is particularly 
irue of the present, where the fed- 
eral government, with its dollar 
matching policies and hybrid ad- 
ministrative setups, has such a 
large part in state government. 
It is not so desirable to limit 
tenure in office for members of 
the legislature and perhaps for 
other officers. There, continuous 
service should make for better 
service, without the attendant evil 
of political machine building. 


This would be said regardless 


of who the candidate might be 
who is asking for a third consecu- 
tive term. Such a long time in of- 
fice, facing temptations and op- 
portunities for political organiza- 
tion, does not work for good gov- 
ernment. 


Since the beginning of federal 


government there has been oppo- 
sition to third term candidates. 
Candidates for the high office of 
president so far have recognized 
the force of this argument. Wash- 
ington, first president, refused to 
entertain a suggestion that he be 
a candidate for a third term. 
Since that time "no third term" 
has become the rule in national 
politics. That rule should apply 
with equal force to the governor- 
ship of a state. 


MORE OK LESS PERSONAL. 
Lincoln mourns the death of 
J. E. Miller, foremost and success- 
ful business man, city builder, pub- 
lic spirited citizen and ideal neigh- 
bor. His long life in Lincoln was 
such that there will be instant 
agreement in a proper appraisal 
of his worth to the community in 
which he lived, to the state which 
he served. His business and per- 
sonal friendships were many and 
varied. Mr. Miller had been in fail- 
ing health for a long time, and 
recently a turn for the worse indi- 
cated that the end of his career 
was near. The wisdom of his coun- 
sel and his ripened, considered 
Judgments will be missed. He had 
built a business organization that 
will continue to function as he had 
planned, and his service to the 
community and the state will long 
prove an incentive that will call 
out the best endeavors of those 
who follow.

Every world move seems to play 


into the hands of .the big navy 
people. Hitler's conduct in Europe 
is now being cited as reason for a 
strong navy. Of course, this is not 
a very sound argument. The ac- 
tions of Hitler have no bearing on 
the situation here unless we pro- 
pose to cross the ocean. II is only 
in the event that we propose carry- 
ing arms to Europe -that a big 
navy is needed. The American 
people are horror stricken at the 
thought of again fighting Europe1: 
battles, but that is certainly what 
the big navy advocates have in 
mind when they, cite Hitler as rea- 
son for increasing the size of the 
Unlt'ed States naval forces.

A reader wants to know what 
crops are considered soil depleting 
and what non-depleting, by the ag- 
ricultural department. 
The fol- 
lowing information is given out by 
Fred Wallace, state representative 
of the agricultural department in 
the application of the new federal 
farm law: 4'The following crops 
are considered depleting in the 
1938 
program: 
Corn, 
grain 
sorghum, beets, truck and vege- 
table crops, potatoes, field beans, 
artichokes; wheat, except wheat 
pasture and winter wheat plowed 
under by May 1, 193S; rye, oats, 
barley, or mixtures harvested as 
grain or hay (pasturing off ma- 
tured grain is harvesting). Sweet 
sorghums, Sudan, and millet har- 
vested for seed. The following 
crops and uses of land- are con- 
sidered non-depleting: New seed- 
ing of alfalfa, clover or grass, if 
no depleting crop is harvested 
from the land as grain or hay in 
1938; failed seeding of legumes or 
grasses, if no depleting crop is 
harvested from the land as grain 
or hay; old stands of alfalfa, all 
the clovers, all the tame and na- 
tive grasses, trees planted since 
1934, all small grain pasture, not 
permitted to mature grain, sudan 
pasture or hay, sweet sorghum 
(including Atlas Sorgo), "used for 
hay or fodder; soybean hay,, sunv 
mer fallow; idle cropland." 


The proneness of persons to sign 
petitions sometimes produces pe- 
culiar results.

It was admittedly 
impossible to assume a sleeping 
position, but we slept. 


We slept, 30 of us in a car, laid 
out according to our individual 
whims and without self-conscious- 
ness. 
When a man 
snored too 
loudly others threw pillows at him 
until he stopped. Bravely all ac- 
cepted the fact that we might be 
observed dead to the world with 
our mouths open, and after a bit, 
it didn't seem to'matter. And when 
we awoke in the morning most of 
us felt refreshed. Day coach sleep- 
ing was far less- an ordeal than 
sleeping at home when baby had 
the whooping cough.

WASHINGTON.—Writing a new 
tax law is not a particularly in- 
teresting task for the general pub- 
lic to watch because it involves 
so many technical questions, but 
there's one thing any school child 
can understand about the way the 
administration i» conducting itself 
with reference to new tax legisla- 
tion, and that's the amazing in- 
difference prevalent here to the 
idea of cutting the cloth to fit the 
garment. 
Once a vicious tax clause is 
eliminated—such as the tax on 
thrift and prudence—the industry 
experts proclaim loudly that **0,- 
000,000 in revenue has been "lost" 
and that it must b« made up some- 
how. Then the administration's 
procedure usually is to propose 
some even more vicious tax which 
will hurt business even more—not 
Intentionally, of course, but based 
on some new tangled notion of 
so-called reform. 
What is indeed puzzling is why 
the administration does not say 
"Well, if $40,000,000 in revenue is 
not going to be available, maybe 
we had better look somewhere in- 
side of that $7,000,000,000 annual 
budget and find out if we cannot 
possibly lop off $40,000,000." 
After all, $40,000,000 Is just a 
little more than one-half of 1 per- 
cent of the entire federal budget 
for a year, and it is quite possible 
for economies to be found which 
would take care of a bad clause 
that has been removed from the 
tax revenue list. 
It is most disappointing to find 
the administration, 
year 
after 


year, looking at the subject of 
taxation thru the spectacles of an 
execution of profits rather than 
a constructive helper of employ- 
ment. It apparently doesn't mat- 
ter to the Roosevelt spokesmen 
how much damage a tax does, so 
long as it gouges the taxpayer and 
results In a yield of a certain num- 
ber of dollars and cents.

Are Novel Features

WE HAVE been visiting the 


showrooms of curtain manufactur- 
«rs, inspecting and marveling st 
the lovely lace curtains, so decora- 
tive and so practical, that will soon 
be in the shops (and on smart win- 
dows). 
There are scores 
and 


scores of new designs, ranging from 
a fine filet net with a border de- 
sign of hoop-rolling children—ideal 
for a small child's room—to a cur- 
tain with gossamer-like leaves wov- 
en over a dainty and novel rounded 
net background. 
There is a trend to trim curtains 


with fringe or niching, nice for 
decorative draping effects. 
One 


thing that did interest us was the 
fact that all lace net curtains are 
woven so that each thread is tied 
in place, so that no thread can

slip out of place in the design. This 
helps the lace to hang well and 
helps to keep the curtain perfect, 
even after repeated washings.

New Ideas 


For a number of yearsf 
the 


ready-to-hang top and the adjust- 
able-top lace net curtain have been 
a boon to those of us who wanted 
to avoid the trouble of sewing a 
heading. And now come new ideas 
and helps, such as a ready-to-hang 
curtain with a row of slots on the 
back of the heading through which 
the rod can be slipped without hav- 
ing the rod show on the front of 
the curtain. Then there is the rip- 
ple-top idea, which has a lace edge 
all around the curtain, even the 
top. 
When the curtain is hung, 


whether from the first, second or 
third row of slots, the lacy edge 
shows above the rod, making a nice 
finish for the curtain and for the 
window.

It M 
met ih civil life, even among chil- 
dren. If the disease I» neglected, 
it may lead to serious and perma- 
nent deformity. 
It may seem strange that miclk 


an infection should be rather com- 
mon in childhood. But when on« 
considers how frequently active 
children bruise, wound and injur* 
themselves, It is no wonder this 
complication occurs. Indeed, it may 
follow a simple scratch or trifling 
blow. There may be no history of 
an injury, so slight as to be com- 
pletely overlooked. 


Germs Carried 


The germs are carried" from one 


part of the body to another. Origi- 
nating in enlarged and infected ton- 
sils, bad teeth or some other infect- 
ed structure, they finally reach the 
bruised tissues. 
The sufferer from osteomyelitis 


first has chills and high fever. The

If osteomyelitis is 
present, the picture will show defi- 
nite haziness, indicating; positively 
an involvement of the bone.

Dale Carnegie Instructs Lincoln 


Audience in Art of 'Getting Along 


Agnes Van Driel Addresses 


Croup Interested in Social 


Welfare Work. 
* 


The viewpoint of the man and Lincoln cit 


woman on relief was given voice graciously. 
Monday night by Agnes Van Driel, 
chief of technical training for the 
coclal security board, in a talk to 
more than 200 people interested 
In welfare work. She discussed 
her topic, "If I Were a 
Relief 


talent," at » dinner meeting, one of 
a series sponsored jointly by the 
Lincoln council of social agencies 
and the university graduate school 
of social work at the chamber of 
comrrierce. 
Holding to her idea of what the 
relief client wants, Miss Van Driel 
analyzed the organization, methods 
and personnel requirements of the 
Ideal public assistance agency. 
"If I were on relief I would 
like to be the client of an agency 
with an organized plan of relief. 
I would want an 
agency 
that 
served the ends of both client 
and community," -she began, ex- 
plaining that actually the welfare 
of each individual and of the com- 
munity are inseparable. 
The client's interests are best 
•erved, she said, by fairness and 
justice • in determining eligibility, 
by promptness, objectivity in ad- 
ministration, at least a minimum 
of adequacy and privacy.. Stress- 
ing the last need, she said as a 
client she could expect aid with- 
out being bullied or stared 
at 
"simply because I am a human be- 
ing and 
have 
certain 
human 
rights which set me above dumb 
animals." 
"The phrase, 'Man does not live 
by bread alone,' is not a mere 
pious statement, but has sound 
factual basis." Miss Van Driel said. 
She explained the soul of the per- 
son must be considered. "Who can 
condemn the man who sells half 
his loaf of bread to buys, flower?" 
she asked, hastening to add she 
does not recommend free flowers 


Dale Carnegie, Missouri elocu- 


tion teacher who made good tejl- 
Ing people how to get along with 
other people, made good 
again 


Monday night In the high school 
auditorium telling more than 1,800 
Lincoln citizens how to get along 


Grayish, professorish Dale Car- 
negie kept his hearers chuckling, 
guffawing and attentive with his 
rapid fire psychologizing and jok- 
ing for more than an hour. Wheth- 
er or not he succeeded in making 
them more agreeable citizens, he 
succeeded at least in convincinr 
them they got their money's wortl 
in his glib lecture. 
- Quoting Dorothy Dix, Charles 
M. Schwab, Ralph Waldo Emerson 
and Henry Ford, Carnegie unfolded 
his three point formula for self im- 
provement. At the end he boiled it 
down to: First, cultivate an honest, 
genuine, sincere appreciation of 
other people; second, be wary of 
criticizing the other fellow; third 
encourage other people to talk 
about themselves. 
"The craving to be appreciated 
is the deepest human desire," he 
declared, 
is carried 


Sometimes this craving 
to absurd, 
fantastic 
lengths." To back up his declara- 
tion, he cited the career of Charles 
M. Schwab, onetime president o 
Bethlehem Steel company. Schwab 
who was supposed to have earnet 
hia salary by "his ability to arouse 
enthusiasm among his workers, 
urged those eager to earn big pay 
to be "hearty in approbation anr1 


avish with praise," quoted Car- 
egie. 
Carefully drawing the line be- 
tveen lavish praise and flattery. 
Carnegie paused to assail any op- 
ortunists in the crowd. "I'm talk- 
ng about a deep, genuine, abiding 
nterest 
in 
other 
people." 
he 
asserted, then warned, "If any one 
ame here thinking he would get 
a bag of tricks to selfishly wangle 
hings out of other people, he had 
letter go to 'Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs.'" 
After cautioning never to tell a 
man flatly he is wrong, Carnegie 
asserted that hearty, big stick 
wielding Teddy Roosevelt hoped to 
be right only 75 percent of the 
time. 
"If you are right SI per- 
cent of the time, you can go down 
to W»ll street, make a million dol- 
lars a day, buy 100 yachts and 
marry a chorus girl," he sallied. 
For more than a moment, Car- 
negie held his audience in silent 
suspense when he declared, "The 
greatest winner of friends in the 
United States lives right here in 
Lincoln, Neb." The growing ten- 
sion snapped into giggles when, 
after 
elaborate 
praise 
of this 
"great winner of friends," Carne- 
gie added slyly, "he wags his tail 
every time you pat him on the 
head." 
He closed with a summary of his 
formula, then after stepping into 
the wings of the auditorium stage, 
he returned to thank- the crowd 
for 
its 
applause. 
Mrs. Everett 
Angle introduced Carnegie, who is 
the last speaker on the Junior 
league's Town Hall series.

Platte Valley District Ap- 


proves Offers for 


Tour Firms. 


NORTH PLATTE. UP>. Platte 
Valley Public Power and Irriga- 
tion district directors at a special 
meeting here late Monday author- 
ized Guy C. Myers of New York, 
their fiscal agent, to submit of- 
fers for purchase of four private 
power firms operating in the dis- 
trict's area. 
The firms and amounts offered^ 
Gothenburg Light & Power com- 
pany, $245,407; Nebraska Light & 
Power company of McCooX, $452,- 
244; Central Nebraska Power com- 
pany of Grand Island and North- 
western Public Service company 
of North Platte and Columbus, 
joint offer of $8,765,000. 
Directors said figures for the 
Platte Valley share of the pro- 
posed purchase were not available 
pending an allocation to be made 
between the three major public 
hydroelectric districts involved in 
the joint offer. 
A tie vote resulted last Feb. 17 
when the district board voted on 
the purchase resolution, but Mon- 
day all but one director favored 
making an offer for the firms. 
The power committee of the dis- 
trict discussed the resolution Mon- 
day morning and it was later sub- 
mitted to the board for action. 
Directors said the four firms for 
which offers were made are "the 
only ones in which we were inter- 
ested " They accepted figures sub- 
mitted by J. D. Ross of Seattle, 
appraiser for the three districts in 
the private power purchase plan. 
The Platte Valley board's action 
put the PWA project in line with 
previous action of the Central Ne- 
braska (Tri-County) Public Power 
and Irrigation district and the 
Loup River Public Power district 
in agreeing to the purchase plan. 
The Loup and Tri-County dis- 
tricts approved purchase offers for 


agriculture, addressed the regular 
meeting of the Garden club Mon- 
day evening in Morrill hall. His 
topic dealt with local .difficulties 
in raising trees. He outlined many 
of the types of trees that are most 
suited for this section of Nebraska 
and 
explained 
several 
of

factors that must be taken into 
consideration if "trees are to be
